Vagabond Boys Are
Aided By Co. Camp

LOS ANGELES, — (U.P.) — The Los Angeles county
camp for vagabond boys, In the San Dimas Canyon, is
the answer to the national problem of “what to do about
the 200,000 homeless boys wandering on the highways of
the country,” according to Harry M. Baine, member of
the county hoard of superyisors.

The camp wa# constructed last March and has estab-
lished « record of economy to the gounty and rehabilita-
tion of destitute youths.

Instead of confining vagabond boys to the wstate re-
formatory at Preston, Juvenile Judge samuel R, Blake
has been sending the youths to the camp to work out
their transportation back to their homes, the supervisor
sald.

‘wThe boys are pald 60 cents per day for their work on
road construction, and they apparently have been ex-
tremely happy and contented,” he sald,

The camp accommodates 30 boys between 16 and 18,
and plans are under way to increase the capacity to 60
boys. More than 100 have been held at the camp for an
average stay of three months each. There is not a lock,
gun or heavy screen in the camp, and discipline s main-
tained by the boys themselves, Very few, have sought to
escape, Jiaine declared.

As on indication both of the economy and character-
bullding of the camp system, Baine pointed out that it
costs the county $30,000 for the care of 100 boys, at the
Preston reformatory, while the same number are handled
at the camp for less than $15,000.
are sent back to thelr homes at no cost to the county,
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
